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THE GRENADA STORY 
By Tom Cunard, WV4A Ex N4HRD 

October 25th, 1983, at 5:00 A.M. EDT - The Chancellor of the 
Grenada medical school heard a news report describing the in- 
vasion of the island of Grenada, West Indies. Concerned with the 
safety of hundreds of American students, he quickly telephoned 
WB2VGL/4 in WPB, Fla. with a request to establish contact with 
amateurs at the medical facility. Within moments of his call for 
assistance, amateur operators in key locations throughout the U.S. 
were activated. Special authorization persuant to the Federal 
Communications Commission’s Part 97.107(a)(b)(c) were secured 
through the help of KOIND and K4DMK. Because of the gravity of 
the situation, in-band and out-of-band frequencies were requested 
in order to secure the most interference free frequencies. FCC 
Headquarters granted the proper authorization within a few 
minutes of the request. 

A vigil was conducted throughout different bands and frequen- 
cies by authorized amateurs for the duration of this emergency. 
Because of the usual propagation problems, it was necessary to 
utilize control operators at different geographical locations and 
frequencies. 

Mark Barettella (Mark I), KA2ORK/J3 at the Grand Anse, 
Grenada facility, with the assistance of Mark II and John K., 
performed a magnificent job throughout the duration of the 
emergency while operating under adverse conditions. Emergency 
power was used during the greatest portion of the time. Re-fueling 
the generator was of great concern since their personal safety was 
imperiled every time they ventured outside the facility. The Grand 
Anse facility which housed 176 Americans, did not have U.S. 
military protection from the beginning of the invasion until their 
actual evacuation. 

Mr. Reed Clark, United States State Dept., Grenada Task Force 
Desk, conveyed messages of great importance and received status 
reports from Grenada via Amateur Radio which was the only link 


between those 176 Americans isolated in a foreign country besieged 
by war.

TRAIN WRECK CAUSES EVACUATION 

Oct. 29, 1983 — 0936 Hrs. — A Seaboard Coastline train passing 
through Orange Park, FL leaves the tracks and a tank car spills a 
reddish-brown yellow vapor near a residential area. This is the 
scenario for the Clay County, FL Simulated Emergency Test. 

First on the scene was Joe, KI4BI, EC, Clay County. The Clay 
County Emergency Net was immediately called on the 07/67 
machine and Bill, KZ4L, was directed to notify all stations not on 
the air by telephone. Next notified were the Civil Defense Director, 
The Clay County Sheriff’s Dept., and the local Fire Dept. The 
Meadowbrook Fire Dept., after being notified of the nature of the 
spill, responded Squad 185, their new hazardous materials unit. 
Their Personnel identified the material as Nitric Acid and 
requested the amateurs assist in blocking vehicular traffic and 
evacuate the area. Evacuation was simulated by passing out fliers 
to those residents who would have been affected explaining the 
nature of the simulation. KD4XP, Dave, assigned to work with 
Squad 185, gave the firemen a good demonstration of Ham radio by 
placing several autopatch calls (this may have recruited a couple 
of new Amateurs). Several citizens stopped to satisty their 
curiosity, and participating Hams answered their questions, giving 
additional good publicity to Amateur Radio. 

Publicity was a prime consideration in this SET. An aticle was 
published by the Clay Today Newspaper approximately a week 
before the event explaining what would happen and the purpose of 
the exercise to the general public. No places or dates were given, 
allowing it to be called as if it were an actual emergency. The day 
of the SET, Clay Today had a reporter at the scene who covered the 
entire event. 

Very successful is the only way this SET could be described. As a 
result of this event, the local ARES group has been invited to 
participate in a major simulated emergency planned by fire, 
rescue and police in the near future. All local residents were very 
impressed by the scope and nature of the simulated emergency. 

The other Amateurs who helped make this a successful operation 
were N4ENV, NX4F, NU4Y, WB4MBU, WA4UKJ, KA4YOM, and 
WA4ZJB. Repeaters utilized for the exercise were 146.07/67 
(Orange Park Amateur Radio Club), 146.10/70 (WB4MBU), and 
147.33/93 (KD4XP).

BAD NEWS a 
D-E°ReE*GeUreLeAreTeleOreNe Sit! 

I was very glad to see Amateur Radio get some well d ed 
favorable publicity in the recent invasion of Grenada. The whole 
world knew that Amateur Radio was the only non-government 
communications link with the American students, and I would 
imagine that hams, swl’s and many other people throughout the 
world who would normally never listen to the ham bands were 
listening to the first-hand account of what was happening, and that 
brings me to the point of this editorial. 

I was appalled at the behavior of some of the “HAMS” in our 
ranks. I have never heard so much deliberate interference, carrier 
throwing, loading up on freq. etc. We even managed to accomplish 
a ‘“‘new first” this time. . . It got so bad that the stations in control 
had to go to the FCC and get special authorization to actually 
operate outside of the normal phone bands as the interference got 
so bad! That really speaks well of a group of ‘“‘self policing” 
amateurs, doesn’t it? I hope that the FCC realized first hand, some 
of the effects of ““DEREGULATION’’. It seems to me that there 
wasn’t too much inforcement on the 11 meter citizens band, and 
what came of that? A ban on the sale of linear amplifiers capable of 
operating on ten meters to legitimate amateurs who would use 
them for their intended purposes. As the FCC continues to 
“‘deregulate”’ the Amateur Radio Service, it will become easier and 
easier for these people who have no regard for rules in the first 
place, to join our ranks. With the advent of Dick Bash Books, now 
one needs only to MEMORIZE, not UNDERSTAND the technical 
aspects of the radio theory. Many of these new hams do not seem to 
understand how to operate a transmitter in such a manner as not to 
cause interference, splatter, etc. and, to top it all off, there is still 
talk of the ‘‘NO CODE” license! Heaven help us if it ever comes to 
pass! I know that Dick Bash has done a lot to help get people into 
Amateur Radio, and Wayne Green says that ‘‘we need to get more 
people into the hobby to keep it active.”’ I agree 100%, but we MUST 
NOT LOWER THE STANDARDS and hand out ham tickets in 
cereal boxes, either! 

I hope that every person who heard the “activity” on the 
Grenada net will write to the FCC and petition them to ‘““KEEP 
THE CODE” and “STOP FURTHER DEREGULATION ’’. We need 
to encourage people to ‘“‘WORK”’ for that ham ticket so it will 
become the prized possession that it deserves to be.

Celebration running event. Joe Macy (AA4JM, and Chairman of the Criminal Justice 
Dept. at the college) ran the event with Manny (W4SS) as net control. Participating 
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operators enjoyed excellent company, coffee ‘‘and’’, and gift of a commemorative ‘“‘T” 
shirt at the pre-event assignment session. Students were delegated to assist the operators.

The Grenada events of Oct. 25-27th provided much publicity for amateur radio in 
Northern Florida and also gave hams a golden opportunity to showcase the capabilities of 
amateur radio to the media. In Jacksonville, all 3 network affiliates sent reporters and 
camera crews to two hams stations to get the latest transmissions from Grenada. Several 
of the reports were live on prime-time newscasts. The reporters were fascinated by the 
viability of ham radio when no other source of information was available. Good TV 
coverage was also reported in Orlando as well. Staged drills such as Field Day are good 
sources of publicity but activity such as that of hams in the Grenada episode is good as 
gold. Due to the unique nature of thv situation, this has to go down as one of the biggest _ 
amateur radio roles in modern history! 

Field Day results were published in QST and the Florida Skip trophy (multi) rankings 
appear as follows: 

1st Place — North Florida Amateur Radio Society, W4IZ — 12,698 Points; 4,386 QSOs, 
7A. 

2nd Place — Lake Monroe Amateur Radio Society, AJ4L — 9,964 Points; 3,207 QSOs, 5A. 

3rd Place — Silver Springs Radio Club, W4WWW — 8,920 Points; 3,041 QSOs, 11A. 

4th Place — Platinum Coast Amateur Radio Soc., AF4Z — 8,370 Points ; 2,543 QSOs, 3A. 

5th Place — West Palm Beach Amateur Radio Club, W4HAW — 5,734 Points; 2,362 
QSOs, 6A. 
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NOFARS will retain the travelling Florida Skip Trophy. Congratulations to all the 
Northern Florida groups who entered and especially to those posting the high scores. 

Central Florida continues to be a busy place activity-wise. The Lake-Sumter Training & 
Traffic Net (LSTTN) meets 7 nights per week and has 54 regular members after only one 
year of operation. Cooperation between them and other organizations is very thorough. 
All regular members are designated as RACES stations and net operation is concise with 
most sessions over in less than 15 minutes.

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page 15 of CD-4, ‘‘Operating an Amateur Radio Station,” an ARRL 
publication, current issue. 

Some stations were not on net frequency and had to either be 
relayed or copied under adversity by a patient and considerate 
NCS. AND — what about the ‘Q’ signals being used on phone! Refer 
to Form 218 and you will learn this ‘Q’ signal is intended for CW use.

Courtesy was extremely well practiced as was patience and 
soft voices. Also noted was the cooperation of non-participating 
stations who understood the need for clear frequencies, this we 
appreciate very much.

With the heavy traffic season upon us it might be a good idea to 
refresh our NTS net procedures. Two ARRL pamphlets that are an 
excellent source of information are ‘‘Operating An Amateur Radio 
Station” and ‘Public Service Communications”. Both of these 
pamphlets may be obtained by writing to ARRL Headquarters. 
They are also available at the ARRL booth at all hamfests. Details 
of how the NTS operates from local nets up to the area nets are 
spelled out. When we all operate within the rules traffic handling 
can bea lot of fun. 

Probably the most misunderstood of net procedures is the QNY 
function. When two (or more) stations are to be sent off the net 
frequency the NCS will do so by telling them to move up or down a 
number of khz. Normally, the station who is to receive the traffic 
will call the sending station. He first finds a clear spot near the 
frequency the NCS specified and calls the sending station. It is the 
responsibility of the sending station to find the receive station. This 
usually requires some amount of ‘‘dial rocking”. Do not expect to 
find the receive station smack on the frequency the NCS gave. It’s a 
rare time indeed when this occurs.

BYRNES BYTES

I know that I indicated that this month’s column would be about 
computer repeater controllers, but since that writing I have gotten 
several questions about computer crime. Next month we'll talk 
about repeater controllers. 

Since the advent of the movie ‘‘War Games” computer crime has 
been a very hot subject with the popular media. Most of the reports 
are obviously reported by correspondents who are not qualified to 
report on the subject. This naturally confuses many people, in- 
cluding many hams who are not familiar with computers. As hams 
we should all know about this subject since our friends and 
neighbors often ask us about technical matters. 

The kind of computer crime I am talking about is the type where 
someone ‘‘Breaks into’ another computer using his own computer

and a modem. A modem converts the TTL signals of the computer 
into audio tones which can be transmitted by telephone line. For 
this type of crime to occur the ‘‘Host’’ computer (the one being 
broken into) also has to be connected to a phone line, through a 
modem. 

“‘To get the right answer you have to ask the right question.” The 
right questions are actually rather simple. The most unasked right 
question is: Who let the thief in? 

For the thief to get into a computer he has to have a password. 
The system cannot be ‘‘Cracked’’ with a password. Now the guy 
with three degrees and maybe a Dr. after his name, who runs the 
data processing dept. is not going to admit that he made a mistake. 
So, his excuse is: ‘“The kid must have cracked the system, we think 
we found how he got past our security.’’ 

Let’s look at what a “‘kid”’ has to go through to “‘crack”’ a system. 
First he has to have the phone number of the computer. In the 
movie ‘‘War Games’’ the star goes ‘‘easter eggin’’, he just kept 
calling phone numbers until a computer answered. Easter eggin is 
easily prevented by having the computer answer only a certain 
ring code, such as ring once, hang up, and call back. The Dr. will 
tell you that the kid will still find the phone number, and I agree 
that some will still find it, but a ring code will deter most easter 
eggers. 

The second thing that a secure system should require is that you 
enter your name. The system then checks your name against an 
authorized user file, if your name is not listed the computer just 
hangs up. If the kid gets lucky and enters a name that is in the file 
only then does he get to the password stage. 

The password is the key to the computer, and the password 


‘doesn’t have to be a word at all. It’s merely a group of characters 


(letters, numbers, or symbols) that the computer is programmed 
to recognize. On most systems the password is 6 characters wide. 
(So, on a system where I don’t require security my password is 
Arthur.) If we restrict ourselves to letters only, that 6 character 
width gives us 26 to the 6 combinations of letters, or over 308 million

possible passwords. 

A big problem with passwords is that programmers tend to use 
words that mean something to them, like their baby’s name of their 
wife’s name, etc. Another big problem is that the password is not 
changed on a periodic basic as it should be on a secure system. That 
failure to change the password is best help the kids get. Many of the 
system’s passwords haven’t been changed in years and all it takes 
is one disgruntled employee who knows the password, to pass the 
word around to thousands of computer hackers. 

In another article I’ll give you some insight on the nets these 
hackers have. Their nets are almost as sophisticated as our 
national traffic system. 

As you can see most computers are not ‘‘cracked” at all, 
someone with a “‘key”’ actually lets these thiefs in. The next time 
you read or hear about a computer crime, examine the report 
closely. Do they place the blame in the proper place? Do they ask 
the programmer why he didn’t change his password periodically?

THE VHFers ROOST 
Conducted by Peter S. Heins, KIFJM/4 
19570 S.W. 264 St., Homestead, FL 33031 
This month, I’m writing the column over a typical FL VHF DX 
route: Housten-te.Miami. I am returning to Miami after attending 
ronal Convention along with.WD4IYS, K4KUZ, 
W5DZF, and N4PZ. We took part in the SMIRK 
ersary-Conference and VHF gathering at the ARRL 
Convention. VHFers from all continents and many countries at- 
tended. G3FXB, LU7DZ, KH6IAA, AL7C, JAIRJU, and VK8GB 
were among the attendees. While primarily a 6 meter gathering, 
SMIRK insured that interesting forums were held for 144 Mhz and 
up also. WB5LUA, WA80ONQ, K5MB were all scheduled to speak. 
Foremost father of amateur VHF, Ed Tilton (W1HDQ), made a 2 
hour presentation on F2 and other long distance modes of 
propagation, and yes there is a chance to work across the ocean via 
multi hop Es when the current sunspot cycle reaches minimum. At 
informal gatherings and lectures, many VHFers were intrigued to 
see how their small piece of observed propagation fit into the big 
picture. WD4IYS heard the distorted sounds of auroral comms for 
the first time when he heard AL7C’s tapes. WA80NQ presented an 
extensively illustrated slide program on proper and improper VHF 
construction techniques — an important item for home brewers. 
One speaker asked what the telegrapher’s daughter did. She di-dit 
di-dit di-dit! W6JKV illustrated ‘‘DX-peditions I have known’’ with 
slides of several 6m trips he has made in the last year. During June 
at Cocos Island, he attempted 2 meter EME for the first time and 
intends to use EME and Oscar 10 on future trips. 

At Houston, several of us discussed the lack of ‘‘new blood”’ in the 
amateur ranks and also the relatively small numbers who choose to 
enter the challenging VHF/UHF spectrum. While it is true that 
well over 50% of the U.S. hams have some form of 2m FM gear, 2 
meter FM repeater frequencies represent only a small part of the 
valuable VHF/UHF spectrum assigned to us. We should cultivate a 
stronger presence on the bands above 50 Mhz to increase the 
technical knowledge of the amateur, to assist various propagation 
studies, and yes; have fun too. Did you know that hams made the 
first systematic tabulation of Aurora, FAI, and tropo propagation? 
In the coming months, I hope the more serious VHF ers will try to 
encourage other hams to come up to VHF/UHF, a place where you 
can enjoy comms with QRM, be treated to occasional DX, com- 
municate by satellite, or even possibly talk to the Space Shuttle. 

Conditions for the September ARRL VHF Contest appeared to be 
lack-luster, except for 200 mile tropo enhancement, and the activity

The Florida VHF community was saddened to hear of the death 
of Jay, W4VTJ, at the beginning of November. Jay had been a 
stalwart of the two meter band for some 30 years from his Lantana 
QTH.
